Over Hundred Killed and Scores Wounded by Cyclone That Struck 
Tennessee, Mississippi and Arkansas---Property Loss 
Enormous---Many Marvelous Escapes. 


ASHVILLE, Tenn., November 2i.— 
Tennessee was swept early last night 
dy the most destructive storm ever 


known in the’ state. More than fifty peo- 
ple were killed and a hundred more injur- 
ed, while the damage to houses, timber 
and other property will reach large 
figures. | 
The storm entered the state from north- 


ern Mississippi and swept across in a 


northeasteriy direction. Great damage is 
reported from the counties bordering on 
Mississippi and further on, Columbia, in 
Maury county, is the heaviest sufferer. 
Lavérgne, Nolensville and Gallatin also 
felt the wind's fury, the storm finally 
losing its force against the Cumberland 


mountain range. 


The cyclone lasted barely two minutes 
at Columbia, It was like a luminous ball 
of fro and those who saw it said the air 
about it was filled with houses, trees, 
cattle and stock, The nolae of the cy- 
clone was described as being equal to the 
crash and roar of 100 locomotives coming 
together, yet hundreds of people were 
seen who Kere blissfully ignorant that 
a destructive cyclone had passed over 
the city so narrow was the area over 
which the cyclone passed, being from 
sixty feet to a quarter of a mile wide. 

The Aydelotte family, all of whom were 
killed except the grown daughter, was 
one of the most prominent in the county. 
They were all blown out of their beds and 
lodged in trees two hundred yards from 
the house. Mrs. Aydelotte’s body, when 
found, was utterly devoid of clothing, as 
was that of her grown daughter, Miss 
Alice. The latter was not killed, but se- 
verely injured. When she recovered con- 


sciousness her arms were twined around | 


the limbs of a fruit tree in which she 
had lodged, and every vestige of cloth- 
ing had been stripped from her. She 
was helped to one of the arsenal houses 
near by and cared for. 

The Misses Ferrall, killed, were accom- 
plished and beautiful -young women and 
belonged to the best society of the city. 
They were sisters of the city editor of 
The Maury Democrat, and out of town 
newspaper correspondent. The house was 
destroyed and all its contents lost. The 
Misses Ferrall will be carried to Nash- 
ville Thursday for burial, The cyclone as 
A pine shin- 
gle was found driven into a solid brick 
wall. A five-room house was struck con- 
taining four grown persons and a baby. 
The house was reduced to splinters and 
scattered all over the adjacent hill, but 
the inmates received only a few scratches, 
the baby being found asleep where the 
doorstep had been, sooty and full of 
grime, but unhurt.

There are a good many men who have 
heretofore talked in @ 
about a “Nicaragua canat’’ 
that the time has come when the mat- 
ter should be treated in an entirely bus- 
iness light and not in a sentimental way, 
and that the Panama people should be 
given a full hearing. What the people of 
this country want, they argue, is a canal 
cross the isthmus, and it makes absolute- 
ly no difference to them through which 
states it goes. 

Want It and Want It Quickly. 

If it is a better business proposition to 
step in and complete the Panama canal, 
which is certainly well under way; if bet- 
ter arrangements can be made with the 
government there than with the two gov- 
ernments which are more or less tangled 
up with concessions granted to different 
canal companies; and, especially, if the 
final completion of this great waterway 
could be secured through Panama more 
quickly than through Niearagua and 
Costa Rica, then a good many people 
who have been favorable to the Nicara- 
gua route in the past will be found sup- 
porting the more feasible plan. 

I know that some very powerful in- 
fluences are just now friendly to the 


Panama route. It is charged that people 


opposed to any canal are back of the 
Panama matter in the hope of blocking 
all legislation, but I have been able to 
find very little evidence of this sort of 
opposition. As a matter of fact, the 
Trans-Continental railroads, which some- 
time ago were inclined to fight a canal 
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across the isthmus with, all their power, 
have apparently come tg take a different 
view of the matter. I know that Mr. 
Huntington before he died had modified 
his views no little, and that his succes- 
sors in control of the Pacific railroads 
are by no means strong in their opposi- 
tion. While some of them still argue that 
the building of a canal is not a good 
business proposition from the standpoint 
of the government, they have come to be- 
Meve that their railroad properties would 
in the end be little, if any, Qurt by the 
successful completion of the enterprise. 
Such trale as they might lose would 
be more than made up in_the traffic that 
would come to them as a result of the 
building up of the Pacific coast. 
‘A Difference of Opinion. 

The difference of opinion between those 
who advocate a strictly neutral canal 
operated on a strictly neutral basis, giv- 
ing the shipping of no country advan- 
tage over that of another, and those 
who believe the canal, being built with 
American money. should be operated as 
a distinctly American institution, prom- 
ises to bring the greatest clash that may 
develop over this subject. 

Chairman Hepburn, who drafted the 
house bill which is now pending in the 
senate, believes the canal should be 
operated on a strictly commercial basis 
and that American. shipping should be 
given an advantage in tolls over the ship- 
ping of other nations. Those interested 
in the subsidizing of American shipping 
will be found strong advocates of the 
Hepburn idea, for that would mean a 
greater subsidy than they would ever 
dare put in direct legislation. 

The president is, however, committed 
to strict neutrality. He believes that the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty should be rati- 
fied. because he recogyizes the existence 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. and argues 
that this later convention is a great im- 
provement upon the older one, and the 
indication is that he will use the whole 
power of his administration not only for 
the ratification of the treaty, but for the 
enactment of canal legislation in con-

Talk of Merging Telephone 
Interests Is Premature

MAY POSSIBLY COME LATER 


Southern Bell and Cumberland Com- 
panies ‘Will Operate Line Be- 
tween Atlanta and Chatta- 
mooga Jointly—Fact 
. Basis of Bumor. 


The preliminary work of surveying the 
route of a direct telephone line between 
Atlanta and Chattanooga, to be jointly 
owned and operated by the Cumberiand 
Telephone Company and the Southern 
Bell Telephone Company, has caused the 
statement to be put abroad that these 
two interests will be consolidated and 
operated under one management in the 
immediate future. The statement lacks 
omelal verification and is, as yet, only a 
rumor, and without any known basis of 
fact. 

The decision to erect and jointly ope- 
rate n direct telephone line between Chat- 
tanooga and Atlanta war reached by the 
officials of the Cumberland and Southern 
Bell companies about sixty days ago. 
Fermission was given the former to erect 
a line between Chattanooga and Rome. 
The Southern Bell now has a line in 
operation between Atlanta and Rome. At 
present telephone connections with Chat- 
tanooga are made via Nashville, a round- 
about and expensive route. 

When the Southern Bell people put in 
their line to Rome, it was with the in- 
tention of allowing the Cumberland com- 
pany to build a connecting line from 
Chattanooga and thus establish a direct 
route. The Southern Bell Company con- 
trols she territory between Rome and 
Chattanooga, and it was necessary to se- 
cure its consent before the Cumberland 
company could invade Georgia. 

President James E. Caldwell, of the 
Cumberland company, left Chattanooga’ 
yesterday for Rome. Dispatches receiv- 
ed from the latter point by The Constitu- 
tion last night stated that. President Wil- 
son, of the Bell company, was expected 
in Rome today, and that President Cald- 
well had presumably come down to meet 
him for consultation before the route of 
the new line was definitely decided upon. 
What other matters will be discussed is 
mere conjecture and worth nothing. 

The officials of the telephone company 
are undecided which of two routes to 
take between Rome and Chattanooga. 
Surveys will be made along the line of 
the Western and Atlantic and the Chat- 
tanooga, Rome and Southern. One of the 
two will in all probability be chosen. It 
is upon the foregoing facts fhat the 
rumor of the consolidation has been 
based. Local officials of the Bell com- 
pany declined to talk and said they knew 
absolutely nothing about the matter.

Much Damage Is Done to Property 
But No Lives. Lost. 

Cygnet, O., November 21.—- The storm 
today blew down derricks and other 
buildings over the big oll fields of north- 
western Ohio. Through Ottawa, Erie, 
Hancock, Wood and Lucas counties the 
damage will reach many thousands of 
dollars. 

Columbus, O. November 21.—Much 
damage is reported to have been done by 
today's storm by the blowing down of 
derricks in the oll fields in the northwest- 
ern part of the state. At Finley the 
steel roof was blown off the three-story 
building of Byron Caples. At Mohican- 
ville, near Ashland, the new German 
Reform church was blown down, the 
structure being totally wrecked. Numer- 
ous other towns in the northern part of 
the state report damage by the storm. 
Toledo, O., November 21.—The town of 
Leipsic, south of here, was visited by a 
violent windstorm ‘today. Many bulld- 
ings were unroofed, the streets were filled 
with debris and the damage is great. 

A terrific windstorm swept over San- 
dusi:y today and did many thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of damage. Half a dozen 
large ice houses were blown down and 
demolished. Several small vessela were 
blown up shore and a number of build- 
ings unroofedi. 

Cleveland, O., November 21.—During the 
‘ast twenty-four hours the telegraph .ser- 
vice between Cleveland, Chicago, Buffalo 
and Columbus has been badly crippled as 
the result of the flerce windstorm which 
swept over the great lakes and over the 
northern portion of Ohio. The wind

Was Justifiable. 

Elberton, Ga., November 21.—(Special. )—

It fs a settied fact that the members of 
the North Georgia conference, now as- 
sembled in Atlanta, will take up the mat- 
ter of prohibition in this state and recom- 
mend the passage of a prohibition meas- 
ure by the legislature. ; 

This declaration, in effect, was made 
yesterday afternoon by Rev. A. ]. 
Hughes, editor of a paper published at 
Watkinsville, and the prohibition leader 
of Georgia. He is now in attendance upon

This committee met in 
secret session in the afternoon and it is 
understood that a report will be ready 
for conference this morning. The verdict 
of the committee, however, is —_ care- 
fully guarded. 

It ia underatood that Mr. Owens pleads 
guilty to the first two apecificationa, 
claiming extenuating circumstances and 
pleads not gullty to the last specification. 
If the committee finda him guilty it will 
fix hia punishment, which, it in thought, 
will be disbarment from the North Geor- 
gia conference, Thia meana that he can- 
not secure another license to preach for 
several years at least, and not until 
he shows the proper repentance.

The Duty of a Newspaper. 

Washington Post: On the morning of the 
6th instant The Montgomery Journal took oo- 
casion to criticise the course of The Atianta 
Constitution in the conduct of its news de- 
partment during the presidentia) campaign. 
Among other censorious remarks was the fol- 
lowing: 

No matter what the result of today's elec- 
tion, it will take The Constitution a long time 
to explain to its Alabama constituency why 
it should go to the trouble and expense to 
send ita staff correspondent from Washington 
to New York in the midst of democracy’s 
greatest battle, while under the flercest fire 
of the enemy, to discover that the party had 
no chance to win and to weaken its forces 
all along the line.“ 

That afforded The Constitution an excellent 
text for a thoughtful dissertation on The 
Duty of a Newspaper.“ The gist of the arti- 
cle is contained in these pithy sentences: 

The editorial opinions held by a newspaper 
have no relation whatever to its news service. 
The newspaper's editorial views are worth 
just that weight which the people choose to 
give, while the news @ furnished in order 
that the people may form their views about 
public questions.“ 

We are quite eure that The Montgomery 
Journal did not take time to examine th» 
thought to which it gave expression, The 
clear implication of its language is that a 
party newspaper ie under no obligation to Ks 
readers to collect and publish news that is 
likely to discourage its political friends. We 
suspect The ‘Constitution's Alabama constit- 
uency, as they looked at the election returns, 
felt much more inclined to praise than to 
blame the faithful performance of duty by 
which they had been forewarned of impending 
defeat, 

There was a time, some decades ago, when 
nearly ali the party organs acted uvon the 
assumption that they were bound to suppress, 
or to ek,“ the newa of a campaign so 66 
to make it untruthful in ease it did not pre- 
vent a satisfactory showing for their side, 
Rome of them even went so far aa to perpe- 
trate ea by the wholesale, But there le com- 
paratively Jittle et that left in American 
Journallam. Whatever opinions the organ's 
editor may expreas on hie editorial page, 
he ia rarely eo indisereet as to tamper with tho 
now. Thus it happens not infrequently that 
the editor's opiniona ae to the outcome of a 
campaign are not supported by the news pub- 
lished simultaneously. Thie le not an Indl. 
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he did 
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intense partisanship hae impaired hie judg. 
ment. 

Teaving morality out of the question, the 
failure to procure and print the newa uneol- 
ored would still be injurious to @ newspaper's 
patrons, Important business interesta may 
be, in a greater or leas degree, affected by 
the result of an election. For this reason, if 
for no other, the patron of a paper has 6 
richt to expect ita beat services in enabling 
him to judge for himself as to which side has 
the better proepect. However condemnable 
the betting habit may be, it is proper for the 
management of a newspaper to recognize its 
exiatence, If, by failure to let ite news col- 
umns tell the truth, a paper encourages its 
friends to stake their money on the losing side, 
the management commits an inexcusable of- 
fense, to put it in the mildest shape, 

In running a newspaper, honesty is the 
best policy’’ in a stronger sense than in al- 
most any other business. That policy, asso- 
clated with tact and enterprise, will bring a 
paper out of a campaign in sound health, with 
ita self-respect and the confidence of ite read- 
ers unimpaired, no matter which side may 
win. 


Democratic Reorganization. 

Editor Constitution—Kver since the late elec- 
tion some republicans and a few political 
whipper snappers who once claim:d to belong 
to the democratic party have been extremely 
yrolific in suggestions for the reorganization 
of the party. They do not tell use how the 
recrganization ts to be brought about, or 
what changes they wish to make in our creed 
of political faith, but simply insist upon 
change.

WHY LINCOLN FELL; 
TWO INTERPRETATIONS 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, November 21.—(Special.)— 
The architects and buliders who are en- 
deavoring to make it appear that the fall 
of the Lincoln portrait at the white house 
the other night was due to the shakiness 
of the east wing are likely to be contro- 
verted by politicians, who will claim that 
the fall was simply an evidenee of inani- 
mate recognition of the eternal fitness of 
things. 

Of course you see the point. Lincoln, 
the founder of the republiean party, the 
man who gave life to its high ideals, and 
who himself stood for all that was best 
of the republican professions, was so dis- 
gusted with the re-election of McKinley 
and the reincarnation, as it were, of Mc- 
Kinleyism and Hannaism as the summit 
of republican ideals that he calmly in- 
sisted on walking out of his historic por- 
trait in the white house. 

Those who do not pin much faith to 
this political coincidence will probably 
look in another direction to find the cause 
of the downfall of the Lincoln portrait. 
It is pointed out that all of the troubles 
which the white house has undergone 
have been in this east wing. Not so very 
long ago it was discovered that the room 
wherein office seekers gather had sunk 
something like a foot and a half; then it 
was found that the stairway up which 
cabinet officers and office seekers throng 
when desiring audience with the president 
had been so worn as to require immedi- 
ate repair. Other improvements. have 
been made necessary by the strain placed 
upon this end of the building and unless 
something is done in the near future 
there may be some more serious accident 
than has ever been experienced there. 

Thig is the working end of the building, 
Bo great hag been the increase in the 
work a president is expected to do, that 
the white house force has become of such 
a size as to neceasitate stenographers and 
clerks almost running over one anther, 
Typewriters and desks are huddled to- 
gether until the secretary's rooms look 
more like a business college than an- 
thing elee. All of thie has, of course, 
added greatly to the strain at this end 
of the bullding. 

A atrong effort is going to be made to 


ent session or at some time in the very 
near future, the necessary warrant in the 
shapo of an appropriation for making 
over the white house. While there is no 
man in America who would not gladly 
take up his residence there, ever with the 
inconveniences and discomforts involved, 
it is unquestionably true that as a place 
of residence the white house is not par- 
ticularly desirable. The increase of public 
business has necessitated the surrender 
-of room after room of the living apurt- 
ments to be converted into offices. No 
man likes to have to work and sleep 
under the same roof, and yet that is re- 
quired of the president of the United 
Btates: There are dozetis of homes here 
in Washington that are more comforta- 
ble and more commodious than the white 
house. ‘ 

At the last session of congress, Colonel 
Bingham, of the war department, was 
placed atthe head of a comniission which 
was authorised to prepare plans looking 
to the enlargement ot ine present presi- 
dential residence. This project has been 
under discussion a good many years and 
when she was lirst lady of tne land,the 
late Mrs. Benjamin sarrison developed 
the idea so as to preserve the present 
outlines and at tne same time give the 
necessary ole room and residence quar- 
ters in keeping with the high office of the 
occupant. There has been a lot of local 
objection to this sort of improvement, 
It has come [rom persons interested in 
tracts of land in the weill res..ent por- 
tion vf Washington, who want to see a 
white house near their property, and who 
have been loud in arguing that the presi- 
dent should be given a residence apart 
from his office. The outside sentiment, 
however, is entirely in favor of retaining 
the present white house, with all the sen- 
-timents and traditions which attach to it. 

In the preparation of the plans to be 
submitted to congress those entrusted 
with the work have run against a snag. 
Colonel Bingham, it seenis, believed that 
the best results would be obtained by 
carrying out the ideay of Mrs. Harrison, 
and he employed a young local architect 
to draw plana accordingly. This has call- 
ed forth a how] from archiiects in other 
parta of the country, notably in Chicago, 
who contend that they should have been 
allowed to have submitted plans. 

These Chicago architects are not at all 
modest in their claima They contend 
that they are the best architects in the 
world, and would be able to give the best 
and the qvickest results on any enter- 
prise of thie kind.

Little was accomplished at the 
session beyond the testimony of the 
railroad officials, who were subjected 
throughout te a rigid cross-examination 
by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, who evidenced 
throughout a bitterness of the most in- 
tense nature to the depot proposition or 
any plan for the adequate improvement 
of the state's propertv. 

Mr. Hall objected at first to hearing the 
testimony of any of the railroad men 
specially invited for that purpose bv the 
committee, except that of Major J. W. 
Thomas, president of the lessee road. A 
paper strongly favorable to the erection 
of a depot was read by W. 8. Houston 
and the member from Bibb pointedly ob- 
jected to the paper becoming a part of 
the record of the meeting. The paper 
was made a part of the record by the as- 
sent of every member present with the 
exception of Mr. Hall. 

Majo: Thomas’s Testimony. 

President Thomas, of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louls, was on the 
stand for more than an hour. His an- 
swers indicated that he viewed the sub- 
ject of the new depot in Atlanta in an 
entirely impartial manner. 

In response to a question from Mr. 
King. of Fulton, President Thomas re- 
plied; 

“I will not hesitate to say that it I 
owned the depot property in this city 
I would erect the new station, I would 
do it because 1 believe the new depot 
would enhance the value of the prop- 
erty and prevent any depreciation re- 
sulting from the withdrawal of roads 
now using the old carshed. I would 
not hesitate to say that if the lessee 
road is left alone in the old station, 
by the withdrawal of the other roads, 
the value of the terminal property 
would be reduced in my opinion to 
about half its present value. 

It is of course possible that some of the 
roads will withdraw and build a station 
of their own if the state does not im- 
prove its property. The decrease in the 
value, provided this move is taken, would 
be but a repetition of what has already 
happened in Chattanooga by the with- 
drawal from the station there of two 
lines that formerly used the lessee depot. 
The value of the Chattanooga depot has 
greatly depreciated and it is fair to as- 
sume that the same thing will happen 
if the roads or a part of them now using 
the station in Atlanta retire to them-

Would Injurg Through Traffic. 

One of the strongest and most effective 
points brought out by the statement of 
the president of the lessee road was that 
if a new station is built for the roads 
other than the Western and Atlantic, 
leaving that road tied up under its lease 
in the present station, it would material- 
ly and perhaps irreparably hurt the 


through traffic of the lessee road. It 


was brought out that one-half of the 
passengers carried by the lessee road are 
through passengers, going north or south, 
and if connection could not be made 
for them at the lessee road's depot, these 
passengers would undoubtedly go by some 
other route. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, in questioning, went 
on the assumption that since the state 
owned only the Western and Atlantic it 
Was the only road the state had to look 
out for. 

“If you owned a purely local road de- 
tween Atlanta and Chattanooga,” Mr. 
Hall asked; “would you put up a depot 
in this city that would give your come 
petitor an equal advantage with your- 
self!“ 

“No; I would not.“ replied President 
Thomas, “but you are going on the An- 
sumption that the lessee road is a local 
road, when as a matter of fact it enjoys 
more through traffic than any other road 
entering Atlanta. When you make the 
state road local, pure and simple, you do- 
stroy a great part of its value, as I sald 
before, 60 per cent of the traffic of the 
Western and Atlentic is through traffie. 
I think that answers your question.“ 

President Egan Testifies. 

President Egan, of the Central, began 
by stating that his road had on more 
than one occasion contemplated building 
a depot west of the Forsyth street bridge 
that would be able to accommodate all 
the roads entering the city. He said that 
his road had agreed to use the state 
depot, in case the legislature would build 
it, but that if the state's depot was not 
forthcoming, the Central would have to 
look out for itself. In reply to a ques- 
tion, President Egan said the reason 
why the Central had not left the#ld car. 
shed and built a station of its own was 
because the road paid no rent in the car- 
shed. This was because the Central, to- 
gether with the Georgia and the Atlanta 


and West Point had aided in the con- 
struction of the carshed. 

“Your road has no right in that depot,” 
exclaimed Mr. Hall, unless you pay rent. 
The attorney general has held that you 
are in the depot at sufferance.” 

„it we are, replied President Egan, 
“the attorney general has never notified 
us of that fact.” 

Special Attorney Ed Brown stated at 
this point that at a conference of the 
special depot commission the three roads 
mentioned as net paying any rent had 
agreed to do so in case the state erected 
the new station. 

‘The Western and Atlantic,” said Pres- 
dent Egan, “obtains very great advan- 
tage, I know, by having all the roads in 
the terminal depot. It permits the les- 
see road to make its connections without 
trouble.” This was offered as a sugges- 
tion why the state should not let the 
other roads go off by themselves, ag it is 
plain, from President Egan’s statement 
that the value of the state road would be 
injured in case the through connections 
could not be made. 

Judge Hamilton McWhorter Talks. 

Judge Hamilton McWhorter, represent- 
ing the Southern, in the absence of Man- 
ager. Thompson, stated that all he had 
to say had been covered by the other rail- 
road men. “I presume that if the state 
doesn't build on the terminal property.“ 
said Judge McWhorter, “that the South- 
ern will sooner or later find it a matter 
of necessity to provide adequate depot 
quarters for itself.” 

Mr. Charles Harmon, of the Western 
and Atlantic, supplimented what Presil- 
dent Thomas had said, by emphasising 
the harm to the state road's traffic that 
would result if the other roads left the 
station. He said that the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louls would, of course, 
be compelled to pay its same rent to the 


state during the lease of nineteen years, 


but the depreciation would affect the 
value of the actual property vested in the 
state, so that ſt would de difficult to 
lease the property again at an advan- 
tage. 

Mayor Woodward stated that there had 
been a mistaken impression to the effect 
thrat the new depot was to be for Atlanta. 
He said that on the contrary Atlanta had 
no interest whatever in the property and 
that any business gain resulting from the 
new station would be the gain of the 
state, 

W. 8. Houston, of the old commission 
having in charge the construction of the 
state capitol, read a paper in which he 
took strong grounds for the erection of 
the depot. He showed that it would be 
a good business step for the state to 
take. Chairman Bower, at the close of 
the address, directed that it be filed in the 
records of the proceedings, and Mr, Hall 
objected, He said it could be construed in 
no way as a part of the records, Mr, 
Toomer, of Ware, moved that it be made 
a part of the record.

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Substitute fr Two Child Labor 


ACTED. ON BY COMMITTE 


Substitute Which Goes to the House 
Bears Name of Mr. Miller, of 
Muscogee—It Contains 
an Educational 
Feature, 


— — 


At the meeting of the committee on la- 
bor and labor statistics yesterday the two 
child labor bills, one by Mr. Houston, of 
Fulton, and the other by Mr. Wright, of 
Floyd, were laid aside and a substitute 
adopted makiffg the child labor law ap- 
ply only to children under the age of 
twelve working in textile factories. It is 
understood that the bill in its present 
shape will not be fought by textile manu- 
facturers. 

The substitute bill, which has received 
the favorable report of the committee, 
was proposed by a sub-committee appoint- 
ed for that purpose. While not a sur- 
render to the mill men in any way, the 
substitute does not contain the ten-hour 
law provision which was ta the effect that 
girls under the age of eighteen and boys 
under the age of sixteen should not work 
over ten hours. Another significant feat- 
ure of the bill to be placed on passage 
is that it contains substantially the com- 
pulsory education feature noticed in the 
Wright bill. Along this line the sub- 
stitute bill provides that no child between 
the ages of twelve and fourteen who cal- 
not read simple sentences in English 
shall be allowed to work in a textile fac- 
tory. The substitute was accepted by 
the committee with three dissenting 
votes, 

The substitute is lesa general and less 
exacting on the mill men and the friends 
of a child laber bill belleve that the 
measure will pass the house without 
trouble. 

The Substitute Child Labor Bill. 


The new child labor bill is as follows: 

“A bill to be entitled an act to prevent 
children under twelve years of age, un- 
conditionally, from working in all tex- 
tile facturies of this state; to prevent 
children between tne ages of twelve and 
fourteen yeara of age from working in 
textile factories under certain conditions; 
to provide time for noon-day meals; to 
provide penalties for a violation of this 
act; to make provision for dependent wid- 
ows under certain conditions, and for 
other purposes, 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the atate of Georgia, and it 
is hereby enacted by authority of the 
same, that from and after the passage of 
this act no child under the age of twelve 
years shall be employed in any textile 
factory of this state. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further enacted that from 
and after January 1, 1901, no child be- 
tween twelve and fourteen years of age 
not already employed, sha. thereafter be 
employed in any textile factory unless 
such child is able to read and write sim- 
ple sentences in the English language. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted that not 
less than thirty minutes shall be al- 
lowed for the noon-day meal in any textile 
factory in this state, 

“Sec. 4. Be it further enactc.. that any 
person, firm, corporation, superintendent, 
other person connected therewith, who vi- 
olates any of the provisions of this act, 
or who suffers or permits a child to be 
employed in violation thereof, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall be punished * a 
fine of not less than $25 nor more than 
$100,-or by imprisonment for not less than 
twenty-five nor more than one hundred 
days; or by both such fine and impris- 
onment ig ze discretion of the court. 

“Sec. 5. Be it further enacted that any 
parent, guardian, or other person having 
under hia control any child who employes, 
consents to, suffers or permits the em- 
ployment of his child or ward under the 
age of twelve years, or Who knowingly 
and wilfully misrepresents the age of 
such child or ward to any of the persons 
named in section 5 of this act in order to 
obtain employment for such child or 
ward, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and punished as provided for in 
said section 4 of this act. 

Sec. 6. Be it furtner enacted that any 
widow without other sufficient means of 
support who may furnish to any of the 
persons named in section (of this act a 
certificate from any reputable physician 
that she is physically unable to work and 
actually dependent upon the earnings of 
her children for a living, shall be 
empt from the provisions of this act, only 
so long as such disability shall continue.

Table oll or fresh butter rubbed imme 
diately on a slight bruise will prevent 
swelling or disigurement. But if the 
bruise jis severe, of course, a litt raw 
beefsteak is better. A slight truise may 
often be best treated by a compress wet 
with witch hazel.

POPE WANTS JUST 
ONE ACRE OF LAND 


Says He Bargained for It Nine Years 
Ago. 


IT is PART OF ONE PLOT 


Pope Thinks This Acre and Others 
Will Be Sold. 


PROPERTY WAS INTERESTING HISTORY 


Sale Has Been Held Up By Order of 
Court Until Pope’s Claims 
Can Be Investigated. 


Twenty acres of land passing through 
the hands of several persons, with a 
pessibility of becoming the property of 
another shortly, is causing Drape Pope 
cons derable anxiety of mind. So much 
that he has appealed to the = state 
courts to determine whether or not he is 
the owner of one-twentieth of the land. 

Judge J. H. Lumpkin has signed an or— 
cer requiring all the interested parties to 
appear before him on the 2lst of next 
month to look into the matter, and in the 
meantime the owner of the nineteen acres, 
and who imagines she is the owner of the 
additional acre, has been temporarily en- 
uoined from* disposing of the land until a 
hearing has been had. 

Briefly stated, the story that Pope tells 
runs something like this: About nine 
years ago, or to be exact, on January 1. 
1891. Joseph TO. Brown found himself the 
possessor of twenty acres of good land. 
According to Pope, he bargained with 
Trown and scecured one of these acres for 
hiuself, the price agreed apon being $7. 
Of that sum Pope was only able to pay 
$25 down. 

Becoming dissatistied, however, with 
this particular acre, he says, he approacn- 
ed Brown about it, and as a result ex- 
changed it for another. He-says he did 
not receive any bond for title to this eec- 
ond acre, but says. Brown understood 
thoroughly the whole matter. Becoming 
possessed of this acre, Pope next built a 
house and continued to live there up to 
the present good hour. 

It seems that Brown, to secure a joan 
of some sort, executed a deed conveying 
the twenty acres to Carrie Comstock, 
who was represented in the deal by her 
bFusband, C. W. Comstock. Pope says the 
Comstocks had notice of the prior sale of 
the one acre to nim. Further, he says 
that the deed to Carrie Comstock Mus 
without consideration, but was simply to

Continuing, the petition of Drape Pops 
sets forth that on September S. 1892, Car- 
rie Comstock executed a mortgage to 8. 
V. Stliesa which, so he says, Was after- 
wards transferred to W. J. Van Dyke. 
Stiles, it appears, was a broker, and the 
transfer of the mortgage was for a con- 
sideration. 

In 18088, it seems the mortgage was 
foreclosed and the land, including the one 
acre Which Pope Says is his, was sold by 
the sherift at public catery and was 
bought in by Mr. Van Dyke. Although 
all this was happening. Pope continued to 
live on the one acre, and hoarded up his 
money so as to be able to pay the balance 
ave. 

As the years rolled by W. J. Van Dyke 
Gied and his property was divided among 
his heirs. The land in question came into 
the hands of Mr. Van Dyke's widow, and 
Pope now says she cuntemplates selling 
the entire twenty acres to some one else. 
Further, he says he is now able to pay 
the balance on the place. and wants that 
privilege. ä 

The peiition declares that the Com- 
etocks made ‘certain representations (on- 
cerning the land which were not borne 
cut by the facts, and have since fled the 
county. Fearing that he was about to 
lose the one acre of land, Pope has gone 
into the eourts to have his standing 
determined.
